LOOKING FOR HER FATHER. 


A motherless girl came with her governess 
to look for her father. After she had 
looked into the faces of two or three of the 
Werlion she swooned and had to be carried 
out of then., As soon as she had re- 
covered she set ti N k again, and, not 
finding her father among the um ceed, she 
was taken to the burnt bodies, “There she 
fell upon u blackened, witheréd mass which 
tadanghter could have recognized. 
Another gentleman failed to recognize his 
wife, and hurried home for lis daughter, 
who, amid hoartrending sobs, interes out 
the ghastly remains of her mother. There 
was among the bodies that of a little girl, 
graceful and slender, and clad with auch ex- 
quisite care that she must have belonged to 
some distinguished family.

Then the warders 
produced either a ring found upon the fin- 
ger or a card from the ket and the iden- 
tity was established. It was plain from the 
marks on some of the bodies that the victims 
had fought with each other like savages in 
their efforts to escape. I saw a man whose 
left cheek was bitten out. 
marks on his throat of fingers that had 
clutched it. A young music teacher bid 
farewell to his father ow Thursday night, as 
riday 
morning, and did not expect to find his 
farher out of bed wnen he returned from 
the Ring Theatre. As be did not return 
home that night his father believed that he 
had perished and with a broken heart went 
to claim the body among the dead at the 
hospital. He thought he could identify it 
by the dress and had a body brought home, 
Late at night a telegram arrived from Ber- 
lin announcing the son was safe and that he 
left Vienna in the evening to please a friend 
whom he had accidentally met in the street. 
A widow whose twin sons went to the thea- 
tre to celebrate their fifteenth birthday had 
to examine the bodies for hears before abe 
could find their charred remains. A young 
girl of eighteen lost her father, mother, sis- 
ter, brother-in-law and her betrothed in 
the fire. She returned to the burning house 
twice in search of them and at last jumped 
from. the front baleony into the 
street and was -killed, A man whe was in- 
side for ten minutes tells me that the smoke 
which rolled in clouds through the theatre 
waa something very different from ordi 
amoke.

RNnrostxd ON A COAL HILL. 


Ever since the Em died her remains 
had been deposited in a mortuary chapel 
situate in the inclosure surrounding the 
coal hill, or May Shan, in the grounds of 
the palace. Tis hill was constructed in 
the year 1635, and the coal of which it is 
composed was brought from the mines of 
Chitang, which lie to the westward of Pe- 
hing. At its summit a beautiful summer- 
house t hhilt, and ite slopes are d 
with trees And of various descri

purpose, to enable the im enizens o 
the palace to obtain a view of the city, and

For seven months the body of the Empress 
reposed on this hill. Every day delegations

her Majesty, The Kwan Tch Tien, for such 
is the name of the mortuary chapel, was 
sacredly guarded from common ken by a 
matshed erection. The King of Corea, the 
Khans and Sultans of Thibit, Turkestan and 
Kashgaria, the chiefs and princes of the 
M ian and Manchurian domains, all 
sent deputies to offer prayers on their ac- 
count at the shrine. Two weeks previous to 
the date fixed for the funeral the roads lead- 
ing to the imperial tomb—which are styled 
lung ngan tien lit (abiding resting-place of

REPAIRING THE STREETS. 

To imagine a street in Peking is difficult, 
A thoroughfare in the Chinese capital cannot 
be equalled for dirt in any other city in the 
world, Peking is a city of ificent dis- 
tances; but ite roadways, t h broad 
and long, are vilo. The heavy dust of the 

in accumulates and is kept from rising by 
i showers of dirty water, which is 
laddled in buckets x S from holes 
in the sidewalks. The method adopted to 
patch up the roadways consists in raking 
the mud from the sides to the 
middle and levelling it down with 
trowels. After the roadway was re- 
paired, traffic on the portion renovated 
was entirely suspended. As it is an essen- 
tial featare in a Chinese imperial funeral 
that the coflin must be carried steady and 
without the least swaying, for some twenty 
days prievious to the obsequies the men who 
were ined t-, bear the corpse were drilled 
under the eye of officials to proficiency. 
Two immense beams, painted yellow, eu 
ported a lolty cavopy and stand, where the 
coffin was to rest. Upon this stand the pre- 
siding official was seated holding a cup of 
water in his hands. The desired point was 
achieved when the bearers could step togeth- 
er and not spill a drop of the fluid. 
A VAST CATAFALQUE, 


At the appointed morning at early dawn 
the procession left the palace and proceeded 
on its way through the Hou Men, or back 
gate. The catafalque was carried from the 
shrine to outside the gate by 128 bearers. 
In a yellow canvas tent situated on the 
plateau outside the city the coffin. was de- 
posited by the bearers, there to await the 
arrival of the boy Emperor and the Western 
Empress, There were some 10,000 soldiers of 
the imperial bodyguard as an escort and 
guard for his Majesty and the Empress, who 
arrived at 54. M. to py their last farewell 
te the dead ruler, During the passage of 
the procession along the street the ends of 
the Gan abutting on the main thorough- 
‘fares were screened by blue cloth, and every 
shop and qos were Hghely closed. Any 
one caught ing at the ‘imperial cort 
was 228 severely punished. The
